You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Tamworth on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, 
next, at nine of the clock in the eps to act upon 
the following subjects. 

1. To raise such sums as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation for the same. $7,600.00. Approved. 

2. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for repairing highways and 
plowing snow for the ensuing year. $5,700.00. Ap- 
proved. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for sanding roads. $800.00. 
Approved. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for repairing and building 
bridges. $500.00. Approved. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day observ- 
ance. $10.00. Approved. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate in addition to the amount re- 
quired by law for the support of the Town Library. 
$250.00. 

7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 for repair of road 
equipment and road maintenance and general high- 
way. $1,000.00.

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,101.00 to be laid out on the 
Wonalancet Road, providing the State will appropriate 
the sum: of $2,101.00 for the same purpose. Not ap- 
proved. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for upkeep and main- 
tenance of the Tamworth Fire Precinct. $500.00. Ap- 
proved. 

14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for upkeep of the Wona- 
lancet Fire Precinct. $100.00. Approved. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $137.00 to the Lake Region As- 
sociation of New Hampshire for issuance and distri- 
bution of printed matter, newspaper and magazine 
advertising of the town calling attention to the re- 
sources and natural advantages in cooperation with 
other towns in the Lake Region.

individual at an interest rate not to exceed 114% per 
annum and to be repaid in subsequent payments of 
$1,000.00 per year or more as the town so elects.

We believe every man should 
get some instruction in fire fighting and be ready 
to respond when ever called. 


Those burning without permits will be shown no 
leniency for it is essential that we have a check on 
all smokes.

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SECRETARY’S REPORT OF THE TAMWORTH 
COMMUNITY NURSE ASSOCIATION, INC. 


Although regret was general when Mrs. Tallman 
left us for the school position in Meredith, we may 
feel happy in having secured Miss Minnie O. Lang, 
R. N., whose experience in public health work enabled 
her to fit immediately into the needs of our commun- 
ity. Miss Lang is a graduate of the Mary Hitchcock 
Hospital in Hanover. She had five and a half years 
as superintendent of the Lebanon Hospital, and four 
and a half years as community nurse in Swanzey. It 
will be a good thing if she stays with us for a similar 
term of years, but it is up to us to retain her for more 
than nine months of the year. 


The Association has always endeavored to extend 
and improve our public health work. This year we 
tried to make closer our connection with the town’s 
people by forming an advisory committee of three 
men who could be called upon from time to time, and 
Mr. Lawrence Hayford as Selectman, Mr. Wilbur 
Goodson as member of the School Committee, and Dr. 
Remick were asked to serve in this capacity. 


In the general effort to marshal the entire com- 
munity for defense and national service our Nurse 
should certainly take part in emergency organization. 
Our Association has therefore put itself and the Com- 
munity Nurse at the service of the Civilian Defense 
and the Red Cross for whatever measures may be 
deemed desirable. 


The figures for Mrs. Tallman’s five months in 
1941 and Miss Lang’s four months of work appear in 
the subjoined tabular statement and in Miss Lang’s 
own report as school nurse. In the spring Miss Lang 
will arrange with the State nurses a health clinic for 
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pre-school children at which toxin anti-toxin for diph- 


theria will be given. 


The Nurse reports to monthly meetings of the 
undersigned committee.

Union No. 36 
The eight school districts of Brookfield, Effing- 
ham, Freedom, Madison, Middleton, Ossipee, Tamworth 
and Wakefield continue to comprise this supervisory 
union. The union expense of administration is as 
follows: Brookfield, 1.60%; Effingham, 7.87%; Free- 
dom, 6.04%; Madison, 12.43%; Middleton, 3.31%; 
Ossipee, 30.90%; Tamworth, 20.41%; Wakefield, 
17.44%. The above percentages are based on the 
pupil registration in the various towns.
